The President and Cabinet, togethei

\?5 section of thc'Act of Mtty 1G-, 1SU1, c:iti- 
tled "An Act to profidc for the payment of the 
Members, Officers and Contingent expenses of 
the Extra session of ihe Legislature," (VIDE 
Pamphlet Laws, 1801, page 707.) as follows:
